Tension 

13 sts and 17 rows to 10 cm (stocking 
stitch) on 6V2 mm needles or size 
needed to achieve stated tension. 

Check your tension before starting 
your garment. If there are too many 
stitches to 10 cm, your tension is tight 
and you should change to a larger size 
needle. If there are too few, your 
tension is loose and you should change 
to a smaller size needle. It is essential 
to work to the stated tension, and we 
cannot accept responsibility for the 
finished product if any yarn other than 
the specified yarn is used.

Instructions are given for the first size, 
with larger sizes given in square 
brackets [ ]. Where only one figure is 
given this applies to all sizes. 

BACK 

With 6V2 mm needles, cast on 57 [61, 
65, 69, 73, 77] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K1, *P1, K1; rep from * 
to end. 

Rib row 2 — PI, *K1, PI; rep from * to 
end. 

These 2 rows form rib. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking 
st, shaping side seams by dec 1 st at 
each end of 11th and every foil 10th row 
until 51 [55, 59, 63, 67, 71] sts rem. 

Work 11 rows, ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Inc 1 st at each end of next and foil 
10th row (55 [59, 63, 67, 71, 75] sts). 

Cont straight until Back meas 40 [41, 

41, 42, 42, 43] cm, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Shape armholes 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows 
(51 [55, 59, 63, 67, 71] sts). 

Next row — (RS), K2, K2tog, K to last 
4 sts, sLIK, K1, psso, K2. 

Next row — P2, P2tog tbi, P to last 4 sts, 
P2tog, P2. 

Working all armhole decreases as set 
by last 2 rows, dec 1 st at each end of 
next 1 [1, 3, 3, 5, 5] rows, then on foil 
0 [2, 1, 3, 2, 4] alt rows (45 [45, 47, 

47, 49, 49] sts). 

Cont straight until armhole meas 
21 [21, 22, 22, 23, 23] cm, ending with 
RS facing for next row. 

Shape shoulders 

Cast off 5 [5, 6, 5, 6, 6] sts at beg of 
next 2 rows, then 6 sts at beg of foil 
2 rows. 

Cast off rem 23 [23, 23, 25, 25, 25] sts. 

LEFT FRONT 

With 6V2 mm needles, cast on 45 [47, 
49, 51, 53, 55] sts. 

Work 2 rows in rib as for Back, ending 



with RS facing for next row. 

Patt thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), K to last 16 sts, (PI, K1) 

8 times. 

Row 2 — (PI, K1) 8 times, P to end. 

These 2 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt, shaping side seams by dec 
1 st at beg of 9th and every foil 10th 
row until 42 [44, 46, 48, 50, 52] sts 
rem. 

Work 11 rows, ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Inc 1 st at beg of next and foil 10th row 
(44 [46, 48, 50, 52, 54] sts). 

Cont straight until Left Front matches 
Back to start of armhole shaping, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape armhole 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 2 sts at beg 
of next row (42 [44, 46, 48, 50, 52] sts). 

Work 1 row. 

Working all armhole decreases as set 
by Back, dec 1 st at armhole edge of 
next 3 [3, 5, 5, 7, 7] rows, then on foil 
0 [2, 1, 3, 2, 4] alt rows (39 [39, 40, 40, 
41,41] sts). 

Cont straight until Left Front matches 
Back to start of shoulder shaping, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder 

Cast off 5 [5, 6, 5, 6, 6] sts at beg of 
next row, then 6 sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 28 [28, 28, 29, 29, 29] sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With 6V2 mm needles, cast on 45 [47, 
49, 51, 53, 55] sts. 

Work 2 rows In rib as for Back, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Patt thus: 

Row 1 — (RS), (K1, PI) 8 times, K to end. 

Row 2 — P to last 16 sts, (K1, PI) 8 
times. 
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These 2 rows form patt. 

Complete to match Left Front, reversing 
shapings, working an extra row before 
start of armhole and shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

With 6V2 mm needles, cast on 34 [34, 
36, 36, 38, 38] sts. 

Work in garter st for 18 rows, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking 
St for 12 rows, dec 1 st at each end of 
3rd of these rows and ending with RS 



facing for next row (32 [32, 34, 34, 

36, 36] sts). 

Inc 1 st at each end of next and every 
foil 8th row until there are 44 [44, 46, 
46, 48, 48] sts. 

Cont straight until Sleeve meas 45 [45, 
46, 46, 46, 47] cm, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Shape top 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows 
(40 [40, 42, 42, 44, 44] sts). 

Working all decreases as set by Back 
armhole, dec 1 st at each end of next 



% 



3 rows, then on every foil alt row to 26 
sts, then on foil 7 rows, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Cast off rem 12 sts. 

MAKE UP 

Press following instructions on ball 
band. 

join shoulder seams, join side seams, 
join sleeve seams. Insert Sleeves. 

If desired, fasten front opening edges 
using brooch as In photograph. 
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
